ruin of civilization impended if foodstuffs could not be movt-d. 


We kept our trains moving in spite of the weather. 


Our cars carried a good proportion of the food and muni- 
tions and coal needed to win the war. 
It was a victory 


over the worst conditions of a generation. 


What our lines did in that emergency, we can do again 


and for the same reason. We have the morale, the men 
and the tracks necessary for serving the public even under 
extreme difficulties.
